Kissinger Reassures China 
Of Stand on Soviet Threat

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (NYT) 
—Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer has publicly reassured the 
Chinese leadership that the 
United’ States would regard a 
Soviet threat against China as 
“a grave matter.” 

Mr, Kissinger made the remark 
at 8 oews conference In Cam- 
ridge, Mass. last week. Γι at- 
tracted attention ony yesterday, 
when the transcript was released 
and when State Depariment 
Asian specialists suggested that 
the secretary hed said something 
woportant that hed been ovet- 
tooked by the news media. 

Administration officials. said 
that this was the strongest public 
formulation of U.S. interest in 
China’s security. But that it was 
identical to what Mr. Kissinger 
bes believed since 1969 and has 
privately stated to Chinese lead- 
ers 

At the news conference, Mr. 

wes asked if “at some 
point the United States should 
or might sel] arms to China— 
provide any kind of defense 


equipment to China?"

Union and the People's Republic 
of Ching, but this is a contin- 
gency that we hope will not arise 
and which could have incalcu’- 
able consequences.” 

In his latest statement, he 
hardened “could” to “would” and 
broadened the extent of concern 
from an actual “massive war" to 
Chine’s “mp-y being ~threat- 
ened.” 

The few officials privy to the 
administration’s China 
would not comment on the public 
change in policy, except to say 
that the secretary's new public 
formulation speaks for itself. 

Yo Reassure Peking . 

Cther officials offered a variety 
of expianstions. Some held that 
Mr. Kissinger was seeking to 
reassure Peking new moderate 
leaders in thetr strugge for 
power against the radicals in the 
wake of Mac Tsé-tung's death, 

An official suggested that Mr. 
Kissinger was seeking to slightly 
reopen the door to potential arms 
sales to China, 2 move that Pres- 
tdent Fora shut in bis televised 
foreign policy debate with Jimmy 
Carter. In the debate. Mr, Ford 


was geked if he would sell arms” 


to China. He replied. “I do not 
beleve that We, the United 
States, should sell, give or other 
wise transfer, military hardware 
to the People’s Republic of China. 
or any other Communist nation. 
such as the Soviet Union and 
the like.” 

Some speculated that Mr. Kis- 
singer's new public policy might 
have as much to do with presi- 
dential election politics as with 
Ching policy. Mr. Kissinger and 
Mr, Ford have been under fire 
from some quarters for not being 
cufficiently forthcoming and res- 
olute coward China and Chinese- 
Soviet conflicts.

The reason for the shelling ap- 
peared to be spite, uct politics.

Explanations Due 

President Elias Sarkis returned 
from Riyadh today. He will have 
to “sell” the Riyadh decislans: to 
the right-wing Christian leaders 
while members of the Lebanese 
Meslem left are waiting for an 
explanation from Mr. Arafat. 

The Riyadh summit made not 
Β single reference to the political 
and religious differences among 
the opposing Lebanese factions, 
It dealt exclusively with the 
Syrian-Palestinian conflict and 
with the military aspects of the 
war. 

This, it is understood, was done 
at Mr, Sarkis’s request. The new 
Lebanese President has consist- 
ently taken the position that if 
the Palestinian aspect of the war 
is settled by the leaders of the 
Arab world, be will be able to 
begin the search for a solution 
to Lebanon's domestic problems. 

His view was respected by the 
cther leaders at Riyadh. 

Control Over Force 

Mr. Sarkis also was given 
control over the Arab peace- 
keeping force that is to be in- 
creased to 30,000 men from the 
present 2,500. 

Mr. Sarkis thus is considered by 
many here as haying been a 
winner in Riyadh, 

Be was elected May 8 under 
Syrian He remained 
in eclipse, silent and with few 
contacts, until Sept. 23, when he 


expired. 

But five days after his in- 
auguration, before he was able 
to form a government, Syrian 
troops jeunched their offensive 
in the mountains east of Beirut.

A joint apnounceme.t from the 
Iranian government and the 
Krupp headquarters in Essen 
said Iran bad acquired 25.01 per 
cent of Fried. Krupp GMBR, the 
paent firm of a group that in- 
cludes 135 subsidiaries and af- 
filintes operating in 25 countries. 


The announcement said that 
henceforth Iran and 8 foundation 
overseeing Krupp will “jointly” 
determine Krupp policies and ec- 
fions. ἡ 

The amount of money involved 
was not given, but the anmounce- 
ment said Iran's participation will 
be brought about through 2 cap- 
ital increase fn Fried. Krupp. It 
said that the new money will ep- 


hance Krupp’s financial strength 
in international operations. 

In 1974, Iran purchased a 35.04- 
per-cent interest in a Krupp sub- 
sidlary, the firm's steelmaking 
unit known,es Fried.

Today's snnouncement 
sald the close cooperation that 
was begun then culmipated in 
Iran's participation in the parent 
firm.

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Another Truce Effort 


When Owen Glendower told Hotspur that 
he could summon spirits from the vasty 
deep, Hotspur pertinently replied that 80 
could he, and so could any man “but will 
they come when you do call for them?" 
Today. when agitators or idealists summon 
spirits of war. hatred and revenge from the 
vasty deep of human aggressiveness, too 
often they come; too seldom can they be re- 
turned, The world has seen many outbreaks 
of violence, for good or evil purposes, de- 
pending on the point of view. from Bangkok 
to Belfast and all too many way stations 
around the world; what it infrequently ob- 
serves ts a dominant sense of reason, which 
seeks other roads than violence toward con- 
flicting goals Now Lebanon. long the site 
of war and terror, where attempt after at- 
tempt to bring the fishting even to a tem- 
porary end has failed. will try again to work 
toward ἃ peace. 

This time the ettort seems to hold a better 
chance of success than in the past The 
Palestinians, who have been a prime cause 
of difficulty because their chief concern ts 
not Lebanon, but Paestine. are to return to 
their old places of residence: the Presidents 
of Lebanon, Egypt and Syria. the rulers of 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait are in general 
agreement: ἃ peace-keeping force of 30,000 
Arab troops will seek to enforce the truce, 
The whole Arab League will soon discuss the | 
problem in Cairo. 

Given this elaborate and apparently prac- 
ticable program, the future of hard-struck 


Lebanon seems brighter than on any other 
occasion in many months, But the tragic 
past, however much it should impel Leb- 
anon toward some kind of peacefui solution, 
also offers warnings. 

Does Yassir Arafat's signature on the agree- 
ment really bind all the Palestinians now in 
arms? Can President Elias Sarkis speak for 
Lebanese Christian or Moslem extremists? 
Will the peace-keeping force remain united 
to eliminate the fighting—or will its mem- 
bers fight one another? And when the Arab 
League meets, will such aggressive members 
as Iraq and Libya go along with the moder- 
ates who have just finished thetr initial 
work In Riyadh? 

So Lebanon's future is by no means sure. 
and even if this situation is resolved, it 
must be remembered that while the Pales- 
tinians are to be reconsigned to their ref- 
ugee camps and areas, this, under the terms 
of the Riyadh agreement, is only a prelim- 
inary to a return to their homeland, which 
{Israel now holds The proslem, in other 
words, is to be shifted from Lebanon to Israel, 
with all the warfare that implies, unless it 
can be foresta:led by that very rare element 
in Middle Eastern politics. common sense. 

There are many lessons that all parties 
in the Middle East can derive from the Leb- 
anese tragedy: there are useful spirits that 
can be summoned from that grim and vasty 
deep. Here again Hotspur's skepticism ap- 
plies, “But will they come when you do call 
for them?” 


The Environmental Issues 


The protection of the environment is a 
major concern for many citizens and the 
nation's future. Despite its importance, 
neither candidate has devoted much atten- 
tion ta the issue. 

In the light of thelr records and their 
public statements, President Ford and Gov- 
ernor Carter stand at almost po‘ar opposites 
in the environmental field. 


The Ford Record 


The Ford record has some bright spots. 
The President, for example, resisted the 
efforts of Western sheep raisers to return 
to the dreadful practice of poisoning pre- 
dators on public lands, His administration 
has aiso tried to achieve meaningful inter- 
national controls on the destructive whaling 
trade, He endorsed keeping the New River 
wild and undammed. More recently. he 
signed the Toxic Substances Control Act. 

But these positive actions often seem 
motivated by political considerations rather 
than genuine conviction. Thus, Ford an- 
nounced his New River position while in hot 
pursuit of voters in the North Carolina 
primary against Ronald Reagan. His sig- 
nature on the toxic substances law came 
after the administration had supported many 
amendments in the House and Senate de- 
signed to weaken the measure 

Negative actions {n the Ford record over- 
shadow the few bright patches The Pres- 
ident has twice vetoed strip-mining control 
bills. He has opposed land-use planning 
legislation. He has pressed for a weakening 
of water pollution regulations and for ex- 
tended deadlines and iower standards of air 
pollution compliance 

The Ford administration has promoted the 
expansion of nuclear power with single- 
minded determination and too little atten- 
tion to either the risks or the alternatives. 
Ford has chosen secretaries of the interior 
and of agriculture with s notable lack of 
sympathy for conservation As a Tesult, 


those departments have followed poticies 
with regard to logging, mining and grazing 
on the public lands that consistently favor 
exploitative over-use 


The Carter Record 

Carter's record on environmental Issues 
while serving as governor of Georgla was 
notably good. He blocked construction by 
the Army Corps of Engineers of the proposed 
Sprewell Bluffs Dam on the ΕἾ πὸ River— 
the last free-flowing river in the Piedmont 
region of Georgia By the time Carter in- 
tervened aggressively against the dam, plan- 
ning for it had been advanced and had re- 
ceived strong support from previous govern- 
ors, the state legislature and the Georgia 
congressional delegation. 

Carter similarly took the initiative in 
opposing stream channelization projects that 
had previously led to the destruction of 
many streams and the ecologically harmful 
draining of wetiands. Under his leadershtp, 
Georgia established a Heritage Trust Com- 
mission to acquire and preserve important 
historical, cuitural and ecological areas, He 
also reorganized the state’s environmental 
agencies into a Department ot Natura] Re- 
sources, with an increased budget. 

In the primaries earlier this year and in 
his policy statements this fall, Carter has 
stressed the need for energy conservation, 
urged Intensified research programs in solar 
energy and in clean-burning techniques for 
coa:, and called for a lower priority for 
nuclear development. He has promised to 
sign a strip-mine control bill similar to 
those that Ford vetoed. 

There have been persistent complaints 
that on many issues the two presidential 
candidates have sounded alike. On the 
range of important environmental issues, 
however, voters have an unusually clear and 
well-defined choice.

President Julius Nyerere of Tan- 
ziania and the other nelghboring presidents 
are even pleading for a British governor- 
general, white plumes and all, to preside 
over the transition to biack rule. This back- 
handed tribute to British impartiality is 
fronic ..

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Paris Museum Brings Back the Extravagant ’20s

ARIS, Oct. 19 (ET) —'The 

Musée des Arts Décorattfs 
opened its 60th anniversary 
celebration (one year late) of the 
1925 Exposition Internationale 
des Arts Décoratits eb Industriels 
Mocernes in a contrived attempt 
to reereate the theatrical ex- 
travagences of the 1920s.

The GNP grew at an annual 
rate of 4.5 per cent in the second 
quarter and 9.2 per cent in the 
first three months of the year.
